Oomm<ssloDer WlUIam RldsdeU wins 
with ease tills honor. The time It 
takes to reaeh bis corps farthest north 
(which l8 wliiln Bhe mjsleriouB Arc- 
New York and back. Being cheaper 
and leas flaky to do the Journey hy 
aea. the Commlflsioner accordiogly 
takes the eea route. 

For the last two years and'three 
monujB (when he was appointed to 
the command ot Norway) the vast 
proportion of hia travellcs has been 
hy water. In all sorta ot weather, Irom 
a blizzard to a dead calm, and- lie baa 
not heen once sea-sick ! He Is almost 
as much at huce on the deck ot an 
old WBsl coaattT as he. la. In. a. Salva- 
tion hurrlcBEe in tuo GhrlBtlaula Tem- 
pie. Tough, gritty, and of in aga 
when gieat men renerv the elaoilc 
sten ot youth, and know Jjow to hoth 
economize time and talent, Conunis- 
oirtnor HldsdeU infiy yet ^i^ellf? Mm- 
self to be a Salvation Nacsen ! IJlie 
(he intrepid ejRplorer, he, at any rate, 
ihelleves, "and works, and strives tor 
pPOETess. This la how he talked to 

•Yes, I think we have done some- 
thing since June, 1900. The Corps 
and Societies ct Norway since then . 
have gone up from 121 to 144 ; the 
omcers rrom 272 to 30* ; the Social 
ngencles trom 23 to 27— the latter in-. 
olnrtBQ n Men's Shelter which will 
acconiunodste about one hundred." 

" Which repreaenta your answer, 
CommlBsioner, to a real need ?" 

"Just K>, Frugal, enduring, hardy 
as they are, many Norw^ana go 
iindfir In the baiMe (or hrpjid. a had 
aeawm, or induslrlal slaekneas, such 
flfl we had last winter, finds out the 
poorest of the poor, sad drives them 
Into our Shelters, Labor Yards, Cheap 
Foed DeiKjls, etc. Like our. Llfe-tipat 
'Catherine Booth," which roams u,p 
and down cur russed coasts, ever 
ready to lend a helping hand to the 
disabled and distressed, onr Social 
work delivers many walEs and sti-ays 
from the waves of poverty, from the 
breakers of despair, and the Niagaras 
ot drunKennesB and vico. 

"And I have huilt a Rescue Home 
since ! took charge, Iso," said tho 
Commlsaioner, with evident satlsfac- 
lion ; "end it I can provide the right 
ciaaa ol offlccr I Shall multiply tlie 
austcr cf slumpOEts ana crochss." 

"A ftXirk which I believe will main- 
tain Its high rBputation In Norway 7" 
"Yes, certainly ; it cannot do other- 
wise, when you remember the sland- 
=rd of devotion the officers llvo up ta." 
"Will you give me just one sneh 
Illustration?" 

Devoted Officers. 

"I could give yon a bushel ; hut will 
this BUfllee 7 One ot our Slum Sisters 
came across a family. The father had 
at one time a decent fortune, but 
was;ed it, ana when lound by our 
officer, the taniily was in a state of 
aujeel ixtverly. At tho time away, me 
father was trying to g^t some work 
or help ; the wife was siek and the 
chUdrea were without food, The man 
returned home HI, and Ic was soon 
manifest to the officer, who bad sup- 
plied- the necessities ot life to the fam- 
ily meantime, that he was in a dying 
nondiUcn, snUermg vrlth Incuratle. can- 
cer. Tie cfflcers at once telegraphed 
la anch friends as he had, and secured 
some aid ir&sn them, sut the poor 
fellow grew, worse and worse,, and. 
though evidently dying, was unpre- 
pared lor death. The officer saw her 
duty ; It was to minister social com- 
fort and spiritual light She held on 
to this fomily.and in a short time had 
the ioy of learting the ™."?r mail Into 
the Kingdom cf God, as well as saving 
tls dependents from death by atarra- 
tion. 

"But the officer's devotion did not 
end here. The *ody ot the man was 
BO frightfully Bwollen that the ctothes 
had to be cut from it, and when the 
coffin arrived It was so large that It 
could not he taken up the staircase. 
Our hrave little officer, however, vol- 
unteered assistance in taking the 
corpse into a yard adjoining the house, 
wh«ro she washed it and prepared it 
for its place 1= the coffin — thus acticg

like ours, and the spirit of. emigration 
renders our task of gettluR hold of 
able officers for the future a difficult 
one!"

There was no difficulty mad« about 
electing ■ Franz of ' Lorraine, the ' hus- 
band ot Maria Theresa, Eihperor on. 
the death of Karl Vlt The new Elecr 
tor of Bavaris made his peace iiy giv- 
tug him his vote, and Friedrlch II. of 
Prussia, acknowledged him., .Maria, 
Theresa- was henceforth called tho 
Ehnpress Queen. She loved her' hus- 
iband heaftUy, but she let him liav« 
^jio authority in her own hereditary-do- 
minions, which tihe ruled In her own 
right; and an Hmperor had hy tiiis 
time hardly any power over the 
princes erf Germany, and was iitii* 
mope than a same. 

The war In Germany was over, but 
that with France still lasted, with 
Eingland still «a the ally of Austria ; 
*ut France liad now a grent general, 
Uarsbal' Saxe, a half brother of the 
Kins of 'Saxony, ana h« gained . so 
many advantages that Uarla Theresa 
and George II. at length consented to 
faake peace with IauIb XV. at Aach- 
en, or, as the French call It, Alx-Ia- 
Chapelle, In lliS, and Europe had 
pest for «ight years:

As uur train rmtibled Into the prCrr. ■ 
little town ot Conneaut, the welcome 
flsurea of Colonel Holz and staff ap- 
p^ed and beamed a cordial wel- 
come, £5 if to convince us of our un- 
mlstakahle westward travela. 

Conneaut Is an Ohio town of some 
10,000 inhabitants — not aristocratic, 
but possessing a number of very aub- 
Btantlal people, ot whom the major- 
ity attended the General's lecture. The 
Army has the good-will of the entire 
fov>rn, oue of the first evidences of 
which was soon discovered in the per- 
Boaage of an obaennious police officer, 
who tipped his hat to oae of Ihs 
General's etaff.

Ifou 
recognlzo the fact tbat you could not 
perform this work well without the 
help or God, That your work has 
been well performed Is well known to 
us all, from the fact that the organiza- 
tion which you have made known as 
the Salvation Army has spread 
throughout the world, turning tJie 
*eet of multitudes into the path's of 
iiGuicoosness and peace. It nas 
done good. It has done great work 
wherever It has gone, it is for these 
reasons that the people of Ohio wel- 
come you most oordlaJly to-nIglit,and 
thoy and I frtsh you an abundant har- 
vest in your life's work, and tbat at 
tue eiid yiiu niiiv have the peace, the 
rest, and (he Joy which God elves to 
aliJHls own good people. 

" I have the honor and the pleasure 
to present to you General Booth." 

We were about to romark tbat, like 
particles of dust flying before a new 
broom in an ungarnlshed room, the 
General's lecture, delivered with that 
peculiar liberty and unction so diffi- 
cult to define, but so essential to con- 
quest, swept every atom of precon- 
ceived prejudice and misunderstand- 
ing from every mind present. This, 
however, would he hut half slating 
the truth ; In addltlnu to Huch oblit- 
eration, there was a great and pal- 
pable deepening cf tise already pos- 
sessed appreciation In the cases of 
the great majority ot those present.

great deal for the local work, which 
had already received considerable 
momentum from the sympathy evok- 
ed by the recent arrest of Brigadier 
B. B. Cox and some of the comrades 
of the Corp& Th« Gsneroi's meoUng 
in the finely built and beauUfuDy ap- 
pointed Central Methodist Episcopal 
Church, followed up as it will he, we 
doubt not, by suitable arrangements 
for taking auvaui^e oi the high tide 
of sympathetic feeling which awept 
over the magnificent audience, will 
mean the qawnlng of a new, a bright- 
er and better day for Detroit than our 
work has. ever enjoyed there In the 
past. 

We spoke of the crowd aa magnifi- 
cent, it was fully that — in point of 
numbers, of vourse, arid, It may uS 
addea. of social Blandlng. After on 
extra row of chairs bad been placed 
down the full length of the centre 
aisle, and the choir loft over the pul- 
pit had >heen filled with clamorous 
spectators, people crowded 'nto the 
sacred edifice wherever standing-room 
was permitted.

Nadab and Ablbu L-ad been ordained 
to the priesthood and were m the ser- 
vice at the altar. High position Is no 
safeguard against temptation. The 
tower of the City Hall, so neor our 
Headquarters, may be the farther 
away from the danger of a flood, yet 
It Ib uaugel'Ously ueflr ilie llgiitjiiiJi; 
(only a tew weeks ago the Ughtnirg 
did mucb damage to Its splrfe). They 
that :;i=d ntit to the altar are near 
10 temptations that others may rever 
know. The officer who leads h.s 
rnrna fir thriFP assoclated with the 
executive working of our organliaticn 
all have their temptations peculiar to 
the situation. 

Offering Stranae Fire, 
These i-ft'O nef.-ly commissior-el of- 
ficers, Kadab and Abl„u, "tar.1: r:rh 
Ills uwu censor and offered strange 
fire bclore the Lord." The worship oi 
Uie Tabernaele was so vllal (o pure 
fnith, and so exposed to abuse and 
desecration, that everj- dm', t-r it was 
pui under Divine regulatiou and cox- 
niand.

used their own censers and their otu 
fire. They, like many others nt n- 
riay, wouid briEg Ihiogs "up (0 iv..t ' 
or.d sirike uut on nciv atd pru:,-;re55;v; 
lilies. No dcubt they reasoned within 
themselves that Aaron, their father, 
was an old fogey who wa? hound too 
much to tradition. The spirit ot pr- 
gress nud daring In our Amy is nob e 
ncd nicessary ; it pushes ll:e Arjny 
work forward, and on the right ii.es 
we need much more of It. yet pr ■ 
gression works eontusion and ruin if 
cErri?'! nn nn KPifiah lire?. We wart 
the i.rogress that respects Iht bsads 
of our organization and keeps uself 
under Divine direction. Strange fire 
may creep inia our mestings. and, 
worsE than all, it ma/ be brought 
there by using our c-^'n ecnsor, or In 
not hewing close to the Gospel line, 
let the chtps tall where they may. 
Are not the Ugion ot fads now in 
vogue with many of God's people a 
symbol of stracne Are ? Anything 
ihftt the tempter can \it;iize to draw 
away our rainda from Christ and IHm 
crucified is nothing less than strange 
fire, or the getting our hearts to em- 
brace some hobby, some wonderful 
experience which sounds high above 
our fellow-comrades In the Divine life. 
This somtthlng wbicij 'ahes away the 
passion or the zeal for sonla, that im- 
plants a doctrine which makes a man 
Ipss UBfifni in *be serylce. ts aothlBg 
more nor less than strange fire. 
Fire Devoured Them. 
"And there came forth Are from the 
I ord and devoured them, and they 
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he, he shall reap of his own doings. 
The puuishment may with many seem 
out of proportion to the E'.n, but 
with some sins they must not be al- 
lowed to get the start With eome, 
spiritual sins may not be of much 
conseiiueDce, but In the long run they 
are worst of alL A meeting is one of 
God's greatest blessings, yet it may 
be perverted and become our greatest 
cormpUon. In heathen countriea -we 
are told that vice reaches its deepest 
degradation at th* altar. Disobedi- 
ence In not giving God complete con- 
trol of soul and body cuts the deepest 
into the life of the soul. Life cannot 
be conducted on "gt»-as-yoii-pIease " 
principles, but we must beep In the 
tract of the law or be wrecked In dis- 
obedience^ God can never overlook 
the sin. tie nates it ana bus yr-oviu- 
ed a remedy, not an excuse ; there- 
fore, no guilty soul can escape.

Sach seat had 
Its hlue-bonneited or red-guernseyed 
occupant, while the Immcrae -iJlatfoiim 
was packed with as bright and com- 
pact a body of Salvation Army ofBcera 
as we have ever seen within our 
ranks. Here was an audience which 
was to the General's own liking, with 
the word "Inspiration" written acrooii 
it In letters of silver and gold. 

When the General arrived, flutter- 
Ins a handkerchief over his head, as 
though to better waft the affectionate 
regard of his heart to theirs, there 
arose a regular pandemonium ot ap- 
preciation which would have -esic-rai 
nervous collapse a readily excusable 
offence. 

From the very atari, after the ttorm 
ef applause had been suppressed for 
the moment, and the General had 
spoken of the glorious victories wlt'i 
which God had crowned his efforts 
at the great centres of New Yorh 
and Toronto, It became apparent that 
Ohiosgo bad Its own views "pon the 
auhjec*. that a holy rivalry existed 
which "portended great happenings. If 
miffhty felts and ileraierato wnrka 
promised anything. But this was laid 
aside for the time heing, and the 
ent'"e attention of the audience be- 
came absorbed In .the momentous ques- 

bls remarks. 

Ine General then turned his gune 
upon tbe demons of balf-heartedneBs 
and backsliding. Mazing away with 
the Intensity and accuracy of a tra.n- 
ed marksman. He Judged his aud- 
ience risttiy. It was not so iiuluh 
the General speaking as It was God 
speaking through tbe General. It 
was not like a man aduressing other 
iren and women upon a chosen topic, 
but like a prophet with a Divine mes- 
sage thundering it forth upon hearts 
and Intelligences which would hence- 
forth feel the burden ot Its respons- 
ibility, 

"Receiving and giving is part of the 
law and order ot God's universe!" Tbe 
words fell from tbe General's lips ictii 
the mellow soil of men and women's 
.•■.carts. They commenced to tbintt 
what wftB coming nest. Ttey did 
not have to wait long, "You have 
been receiving things all your life 
long, but what are you doing In the 
way ot giving 7" Tbe questlcn soon 
became generally self-asked. Then 
came shot number three— "Are you 
giTlng jour best— your all ? Remem- 
ber, God win be satisfied wItt nothlne 
less !" OoBTlctlon followed in tli'e 
wake of such Questioning, allye as It 
was with point and IHuBtratlon, with 
pracucal warning and entreaty. ,iud 
long before the Invitation was given, 
while the General was in the middle 
ot some of his most fiery utterances, 
a dear fellow, -ffUh slgiia aud sobs, 
crying and groaning beneath a ter- 
rible weight ot remorse, arose and 
made a dasii for the mercy eont. 

■When the pool was opened, amidst 
sights and sounds that would tax the 
golden pen of a celestial spirit to des- 
cribe, there was a steady pronpoRion 
to the front for cleansing and healing 
that constituted the penitent form a 
veritable Pool ot Siloam. 

Broken-hearted backsliders, in var- 
ious ntages of soul-wrock aci desola- 
tion, received pardon and reeoncllla- 
tlou ; others who had gradually and 
almost unconsciously lost (heir first 
love had It restored to them,, the 
grand total of earnest suppliants num- 
bering CO less than sixty-four. 

Gort. was abundantlv thanked and 
glorlned for what was geberally felt 
to he a glorious start to the Chicago 
campaign— a start that would lead up 
to spiritual situations and elimaxes 
that neither men nor devils possessed 
the power to hinder.
